Biscovery of New Farms. 


| Lawyers have known fora long time, that 
la landlord owned ever so fur down below 
the surface. But farmers never bave seem- 
ed to suspect, that their deeds gave them 
jany right to more than about six inches of 
the surface. Nobody hardly has thought of 
looking deeper than that, except the diggers 
of gold and water. We have all heard of 
the classics being covered all over by the 


prosy homilies of the monks of the Middle 
Ages; in consequence of which, generations 


have been content with the comparatively 
worthless surface parchments, in ignorance 


of the rich deposit beneath. Our agricul- 
turists have had a similar experience, till 


now, when the sub-soil plough is revealing 
to them treasures, before unknown, Dis- 
coveries in the earth are keeping pace now 
with those of the sky, and a new earth is 
opened to the cultivatorasa new heaven is 
to the astronomer. The following conver- 
sation at the Farmers’ Cluh, eut from the 
New Yorker, brings some intimation of the 
news: 

Dr. Unnersttr.—I omitted speaking of 
another great source of phosphate of lime, 
and that is one which some few farmers 
have hit upon. [ mean that part of the farm 
which lies six inches deep under the farm. 
There, since the deluge, lies undisturbed 
the fertilizer, usually bard. Roots of the 
grains and anquals cannot penetrate it.— 
There it is and bas been accumulating for 
thousauds of years, insoluble, except when 
roots apply themselves to it.

Let him go down 15 inches into 
his good farm. below, and he may have a 
new farm good for fifteen years to come. 1 
never thought until this year that my loose, 
sandy, gravelly land wanted subsoiling! Ik 
is 0 very loose that I almost wade in it.— 
But, nevertheless, this year I have subsoiled 
12to 14 inches deep, and my corn on that 
tillage has given mea double crop. 1 found 
the bottom of my very loose top soil hard 
packed; the annual plants could not put 
their rocte through it. My double crop has 
succeeded in spite of a pretty severe drought. 
Ihave for many years ulways ploughed to 
the depth of from eight to len inches, but this 
season [ haye restored to the farm which lies 
| under mine, successfully.

PROCLAMATION OF THE Presipexr.— 
| From the intelligence received by Telegraph 
through New Orleans from the Mexican

PROCLAMATION, 

Whereas there is reason to believe that a 
misitary expedition is about to be fitted out 
in the United States for the purpose of in- 
vading the Mexican Republic, with which 
the country is at peace, and whereas there 
is reason to apprehend that a portion of the 
people of this country, regardless of their 
duty as good citizens, are concerned, or may 
be seduced to take part in the same; and 
whereas such enterprises tend to degrade 
the character of the United States in the 

opinion of the ewilized world, and are ex- 
pressly prohibited by law— 

Now, therefore, I issue this my proclama- 
| tion, warning all persons who shall connect 
‘themselves with any such enterprises in vi- 
olation of the laws and uational obligations 
of the United States, that they will thereby 
subject themselves to the heavy penalties 
that are denounced against such offenders ; 
thatif they should be captwred within the 
jurisdiction of the Mexican authorities, they 
must expect to be tried and punished uac- 
cording to the laws of Mexico, and will 
have no rightto claim the interposition o 
this government in their behalf. £ 


I therefore expect all well disposed citi- 


zens who have at heart the reputation of 
their country, and are animated with a just 
regard for its liws, tts peace, and its wel- 
lure, to discountenanee, and by all lawful 
means, preventany sacl enterprise ; and J 
call upon every officer of this government, 
civil or military, to be Vigilant in arresting 
for trial 2nd punishment, every such offen- 
der.
